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1. SUMMARY: LABATT REVIEWED TALKING POINTS IN DETAIL WITH LABOR 

UNDER SECRETARY VASCO COSTA, WHO IS CHAIRMAN OP THE CHILEAN DELEGATION 

TO ILO. COSTA STATED THAT CHILE AGREE IN PRINCIPLE WITH 

ALL POINTS MADE AND WELCOMED THE OPPORTUNITY TO EXCHANGE VIEWS 

ON THE ILO. IN THIS SPIRIT HE PROMISED TO GIVE US AN INPORMAL 

NOTE PRESENTING CHILE'S VIEWS ON EACH OF THE POINTS DISCUSSED. 

COSTA ASKED SPECIPICALLY POR AN APPOINTMENT WITH DANIEL HOROWITZ 
WEEK OF MAY 23. CHILEAN DELEGATION TO ILO IS REPORTED. END SUMMARY. 

2. LABOR ATTACHE MAY 12 MET WITH VICE MINISTER OP LABOR COSTA 
AND FRANCISCO FOLCH, MEMBER OF THE DELEGATION AND LABOR 
MINISTER'S CHIEP OP STALE. A DETAILED DISCUSSION OF TALKING 
POINTS WAS MADE. COSTA WELCOMED THE OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS 
ILO AND STATED THAT THE CHILEAN DELEGATION AGREED IN PRIN- 
CIPLE WITH ALL THE POINTS MADE. HOWEVER, COSTA SHOWED SOME 
SURPRISE ABOUT OUR POSITION CONCERNING STRUCTURES AND ASKED 
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IP THE U.S. WOULD THEREPORE OPPOSE REGIONALIZATION POR THE 
ILO. THE LABATT REPLIED THAT OUR POSITION IS THAT THE 
ISSUE OP INCREASED VOTING STRENGTH FOR THE LDCS HAS BECOME 
VERY EMOTIONAL. THE U.S. WISHED SIMPLY TO DEPER CONSIDERATION 
AT THIS TIME. POLCH ASKED IP THE U.S. WAS NOT CONDITIONING 
ITS CONTINUED PARTICIPATION IN THE ILO ON THE 
SUCCESSPUL RESOLUTION OP ALL THESE ISSUES. THE LABATT 
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RESPONDED THAT THE U.S. WISHED TO REORIENTT THE ILO TOWARDS 
PRESERVING ITS EUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES. HE STRESSED THAT THE 
USG WAS NOT ASKING EOR CHILEAN SUPPORT EOR THESE POSITIONS 
BUT BELIEVED IT TO BE ALSO IN THE CHILEAN NATIONAL INTEREST 
THAT THE ILO RETURN TO ITS EUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES. THE U.S. 
BELIEVES STRONGLY THAT A MAJORITY SUPPORT EOR THESE KEY 
ISSUES WOULD SERVE TO MOVE THE ILO IN THAT DIRECTION. COSTA 
AGREED EULLY AND NOTED THAT CHILE HAD IN THE PAST SPOKEN OUT 
ALONG THESE LINES. 

3. COSTA ASKED TO DISCUSS THIS MATTER EURTHER WITH DANIEL 
HOROWITZ, CHIRMAN OE THE U.S. DELEGATION. COSTA PLANS TO 
LEAVE CHILE MAY 20, AND WOULD LIKE AN APPOINTMENT WITH 
HOROWITZ DURING THE WEEK OE MAY 23.
